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ABSTRACT: 



PURPOSE: To obtain a hybrid type writing once CD excellent in durability by forming 
a light absorbing layer based on a specific compound on a substrate having data pits 
or guide grooves preliminarily provided to the surface thereof. 

CONSTITUTION: A compound represented by formula I and/or formula II and/or formula 
III [wherein R is CmH2m+l (wherein m is an integer of 1-4), X is II or CH3, R1-R8 
are II, halogen, or CxH2x+l (wherein x is an integer of 1-4), M is a metal element 
such as NI, Co or Fe and A is N (CnH2n+l)4 (wherein n is 1 or 2) J is dissolved in a 
solvent mixture of A-CH20H (wherein A is CF3) and R1-CH2CH2-R2 (wherein Rl and R2 
are HO-) . This solution is applied to a substrate by spin coating to form a light 
absorbing layer so as to make the thickness of the light absorbing layer formed to 
the bottom part of each of the data pits or guide grooves on the substrate almost 
same to that of the light absorbing layer of each of the land parts thereof to 
obtain an -optical recording medium.

BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

An optical recording medium has a photoabsorbing layer (a) formed directly or 
through another layer on the substrate forming an information pit and/or a guiding 
groove on the surface, (a) is composed of a cpd. of formula (1) and (2) or a cpd. of 
formula (1) and (3). In the formulae, R= CmH2m+l: m= 1-4:X= H or CH3 . 

Rl-R8= H, halogen, CxH2x+l-, CyH2y+10-, CxH2x+l-0-CyH2y+l-0-, CxH2x+l-COO- (x= 1-4, 
y= 1-4); M= one of Ni, Co, Fe, Mo, Pd, Pt; A= N (C8H28+1)4 or P (C2H22+1); n= 1 or 
2. 

The material of (a) is dissolved in a solvent of formula A-CH20H (4) and a solvent 
of formula R1-CH2CH2-R2 (5) . The obtd. solvent is spin-coated so (a) is formed so 
that the thickness of (a) at the bottom of the pit and/or the groove is the same as 
that of a part of the land. In the formulae, A= CF3 or H (CF2-CF2)n n= 1, 2, 3; and 
Rl, R2= HO-, CnH2n+l-0-, phenoxy, benzyloxy, CmH2m+l-0-CnH2n+l-0 -, CnH2n+lCOO-; n= 
1-4, m= 1-4. The content ratio of (2) /(I) is more than 0.05 and that of (3)/(l) is 
less than 0.3 The wt . ratio of (5) to (4) is 2-30 wt . % . 

USE/ADVANTAGE - The optical recording medium can produce an optical disk made by 
coating the pigment with good durability and prepit. 
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
